A Chinese official reply to a 
memorandum from M. Joffe, head 
of the Moscow delegation. at the 
conference here with the Japa- 
nese, expresses a desire to neso- 
tate with the soviet immediately 
for the settlement of outstanding 
questions. Chinese-Russian nego- 
tlattons are practically certain to 
start an adjournment of the 
Thangchun conference, which 
probably will be soon. 

The conference has settled into 
the grooves of a Japanese-Si- 
berian trade agreement, | 
tion probleme and outlining a 
basis for the direct Tokio-Moscow 
negotiations, which will follow 

the adjournment here. 

In the interim, Peking-Moscow 
negotiations will be inaugurated. 
The soviet’s Japanese and Chinese 
policies are both part of its gen- 
eral world policy which, briefly. 
is “to come back.” Strong internal 
pressure is being brought to bear 
upon Peking to accord recogni-

Persons have said that 
at the time when the authorities 
believe this attack took place they 
hea a woman's scream. While 
the two women were fighting, the 
priest is believed to have tried to 
separate them. His face, too, was 
torn as if by finger nails. 

Mrs. Mille was killed by ‘a bul- 
let fired from a revolver. The 
firing, the authorities suppose, was 
done by a man who had accom- 
panied the woman to the trysting 
place. 

The wound that killed Mrs. Mills 
was in her forehead and the skin

BELIEVED HAVE 
MET END QUICKLY

JACKSON, Sept. 18.—The Argonaut miners are dead. — 2 
Their bodies were found tonight inside a rude bulkhead they had © 
built and stuffed with their clothing in an effort to make it tight. 

They had been dead, the report of the mine officials says, since 
a few hours after they were first entrapped. | 
The hard rock won out. Men could not hew through it in time. 
Man had tried with every ounce of human energy, with every bit of 
human ingenuity and skill, with ofl the 
loyalty man knows—and failed. 

The rock was bored through today, 3 
hours after the forty-seven had been trapped in the mine by fire. 


The rescue apparatus men of t 
United States Bureau of Mines wore 
led by their chief, Byron O. Pick- 
ard, and by Ben Sanguinetti, under- 
ground boss of the Argonaut, a 
rough-neck who had driven all

SEE SUGAR CANE FL . 

Perhaps one of the most inter- 
esting features of this journey to 
Los Angeles business men was the 
insight gained into the methds of 
trans sugar cane on 
island. Running parallel with the 
railway line, and in many places 
clinging precariously to the sheer 
face of the sea cliff, there are 
wooden troughs or flumes down 
which the sugar canes are sliding 
on swift waters toward the milis 
below. These cano flumes are port- 
able and are made in short, easily 
moved sections, so that they strag- 
gle away for miles over the moun- 
tain side, winding in and out 
through the emerald green cane. 

This sight explained why it is 
that in many cases the great sugar 
mills are planted on the very sea 
beach, so that in rough weather, it 
is no uncommon occurrence for 
their walls to be battered down by 
the waves of the Pacific. It will 
be readily understood, however, 
that the lower the elevation of the 
mill, the more grade will be avail- 
able for the cane fumes. When it 
is remembered that the Island of 
Hawaii alone ships close to 2090,- 
000 tons of sugar per annum, it 
Will be gathered that the system of 
cane flumes is very extensive. 

The thirty-three mile journey 
out to Paauilo and the quick run 
in again to Ho, brought the visit- 
ors back for luncheon at the de- 
lightfully tropical Hilo Hotel. It 
ever a hostelry had an ideal set- 
ting, it is this one, for it is well- 
nigh hidden in its tangle of flowers 
and greenery.

Non-Stop Flight, San Diego 
to New Fork

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 18.—lieut. 
John MacReady and C. G. Kelly, 
military airmen, plan to fly from 
San Diego to New York, more than 
3000 miles, withoug a stop, accord- 
ing to word received at Rockwell 
‘Field, Army aviation headquar- 
ters here today. Letters received 
at Rockwell Field say the two 
airmen will use a German Fokker 
monoplane equipped with a 400- 
horsepower Liberty motor. 

This monoplane has a wing 
spread of eighty-four feet six 
inches, and is one of the largest 
of its type, if not the largest, in 
America. It will carry 750 gallons 
of gasoline, just about enough, ac- 
cording to aviators, to bring the 
plane here safely. 

Lieut. Macready holde the 
world’s altitude record and is rated 
as one of the most daring fiyers in 
the service.

With his voice vibrant with 
emotion, Judge Bledsoe said it 
was fast becoming a question 
whether the country could func- 
tion at all, and that the present 
turbulence, if persisted in, would 
destroy our democracy.

“This is not only a government

Elizabeth's mentality quotient is 
arrived at by dividing her mental 
age, which is 18 years, by her 
chronological age which is u little 
leas than 9 years. 2 

ADVANCED GRADE 

In Elizabeth’s case the school 
authorities could be prevailed up- 
on to accept her only after she 
had been tested by the psychol- 
ogists, for she is entering the 
eighth grade this fall. She is do- 
ing eight-A history and is farther 
advanced in arithmetic and litera- 
ture than her class. She is also 
ready for eight-A typewriting 
since she has learned the use of 
the keyboard and has achieved a 
speed of about thirty words per 
minute. She writes by the touch 
em. 

Little Miss Benson is almost as 
oversize physically as she is men- 
tally. She weighs 100 pounds, but 
is not tall for her age. Her excess 
fat is due partly to abounding good 
health and an entire absence of 
mental worry or strain.

The steps leading up to the present 
sis went almost unnoticed, hidden in the 
same obscurity which shrouded the events 
in the Balkans previous to the World War. 
On August 23 the Turks launched a big 
scale offensive against the Greeks in Asta 
Minor resulting In an overwhelming victory 
and a disastrous Greek retreat. 

The Turks were at that time aided con- 
siderably by the French, who turned over 
to them valuable war materials in heavy 
artillery and airplanes. The incredible suc- 
cess of the Turks has become a menace, 
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England and Turkey. The Turks are ad- 


however, and produced a change of feeling 
in France, for the Turks, now backed by 
soviet Russia, have made clear their inten- 
tion to continue hostilities, regain Asia 
Minor entirely, throw off the French man- 
date of Syria and finally retake Constant! 
noble and gain control of the Dardanelles. 

The Turkish forces, according to Gen. 
Liman von Sanders, who was commander 
in-chief of the Turkish army in 1918, aum 
ber 300, men, excellently armed and 
trained and having access to the enormous 
depots of war stores left in Asia Minor by 
the Germans. These contain munitions 
and accoutrements in large quantities. 

It was the Turkish cavalry which took 
Smyrna, the malig army is now on its way 
to the conquest of Constantinople, where 
the British, with only 10,000 soldiers, must 
make @ stand against them. Obviously, if

Archibald McLachlen, One

Archibald MeLachlen, aged 65 
years, president of the McLachien 
Banking Corporation of Washing- 
ton, D. C., died at his winter home 
here yesterday.

And they go gir!- 
ing, looking quite immaculate the 
while, despite the dust, the fleas, 
and the flies. Truly, it is a cold 
Season that does not yield one 
torrid love story, with its heroine 
a exotic adventure, and its 
ero loyal and upright, despite his 
turban and his bloomers. 

In “Bur Sands.” which 
opened its showing yesterday at 
Grauman’s, we have yet another 
of the dizzy desert debauches, 
properly tempered so that in even 
ite wildest moment, it would 
hardly offend the most conscien- 
tious objector.
